5. POINTS OF 01SPUTE;A. OKLBRECHT DENIED EVER JOINING OR BEING • 
INVOLVED WITH anything CALLED THE NS-STUOENTKAWPFHILFE: IN FACT 
SAID THAT ME HAD NEVER HEARD OF IT OR AT LEAST COULD NOT 
REHCI«ER ANYTHING ABOUT IT. HE ALSO DENICw EVER HAVING BEEN

B. HE 010 BECOME ACTIVE IN THE PARTY AfC FUNCTIONED AS A PARTY 
OFFIClAt. HE HAO SOME LEGAL VraINING AM) BECAME INVOLVED WITH 
THE MECHANISMS FOR AOUUDGINQ INFRACTIONS OF THE PARTY'S RULES

C. DURING THE PERIOD OF 1932-4S HE SAtO HE WORKED IN THE 
REICHSLUFTFAHITMINISTERIUM THOUGH HE WAS DETAILED OUT OF THIS 
FROM TIME TO TIME. DURING THE PERIOD 1932-3S HE WAS IN THE 
MINISTRY AND PERFORMED ESSENTIALLY INTELLEGENCE WRK. HE WAS 
RESPONSIBLE FDR TEOMICAL INFORMATION ON ROAOS. AIR SERVICE

OHLBRECHT SAIO THAT THIS WAS A COURSE DESIGNED TO 00 IN A VERY 
BRIEF TIME WHAT ^DRMALLY TOOK THREE YEARS.. IT WAS SPECIALIZED 
TRAINING TO BECOME A POLICE INVESTIGATOR. HE COMPLETED THE 
COURSE BUT NEVER WORKED AS A POLICE INVESTIGATOR BECAUSE OF 
CHANGES IN G0VERr«1ENT POLICY Af43 A DESIRE OF HIGHER OFFICIALS 
TO HAVE HIM REMAIN IN MINISTRY. 

E. HE THEN RETURNED TO THE REICHSMINSTERIUM AM3 WAS THERE UNTIL 
SENT TO THE LUFTWAFFE AS A NCO CAfOIOATE. HE SAIO THAT THIS WAS 
A REQUIRED PART OF HIS WORK. ALMOST A PRACTICUM. AFTER THIS HE 
AGAIN RETURNED TO THE MINISTRY WHERE hlE WORKED ON INTERNAL 
SECURITY AND WAS INVOLVED WITH THE MOVEMENT OF SS PEOPLE TO AND 
FROM THE MINISTRY. 

F. HIS NEXT IMPORTANT WORK WAS FOR THE ORGANIZATION TOOT. HE 
DESCRIBED THIS AS AN ORGANIZATION THAT WENT AHEAD OF THE TROOPS 
TO MAKE SURE THAT THE SUPPLY ROUTES AND ROAOS COULD SUPPORT THE 
MOVEMENT OF THE ARMIES. THIS WAS RELATED TO HIS OWN WORK IN THE 
MINISTRY WHICH HAO BEEN TECHNICALLY ORIENTED. 

THIS ORGANIZATION. ACCORDING TO OHLBRECHT. SPECIALIZED IN 
CONSTRUCTION FOR THE PURPOSE OF FACILITATING MILITARY 
MOVEMENTS. UPON DIRECT OUESTIONING HE SAIO THAT IT HAD NOTHING 
TO DO WITH BUILDING CONCENTRATION CAMPS OR THE LIKE. IT WAS 
CURING AN OPERATION WITH THIS ORGANIZATION THAT HE WAS WOUNDED. 

G. AFTER BEING WOUNDED HE WENT BACK TO THE MINISTRY AND 
INICATEO THAT HE HAD NO FURTHER ACTIVITIES WITH THE 
ORGANIZATION TOOT OR OTHER RELATED ACTIVITY. HE REMAINED IN THE 
MINISTRY AS AN ADMINISTRATOR. RESPONSIBLE FOR INTERNAL SECURITY 
A HEADQUARTERS . UNTIL THE EID OF THE WAR. 
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7. COJ»IEMTS UPON IMTE:?VieW: 

A. OHiBRECKT IWJICATEO UPON CLOSE C3UEST10NING THAT OtiBING THE 
PERIC30 1933-1945 HE NEVER IN ANY WAY PERSECUTED INDIVIDUALS FOR 
RELIGIOUS. RACIAL OR OTHER REASONS. HE WAS AN AOH1N15TRATIOR IN 
THE MINISTRY AX) BEFORE THAT A PARTY OFFICIAL. HOWEVER. EVASIVE 
ANSWERS ON THE ROLE OF THE ORGANIZATION TOOT AKD SOME SEEMINGLY 
IMPLAUSIBLE CO^«tE^TS. SUCH AS TAKING TWO VACATIONS TO ACCOMPANY 
ORGANIZATION TOOT TO SEE WHAT IT 010 AX) WHILE ON SUCH A TRIP 
BEING WOUFOEO, MAKE CONOFF QUESTION THE INFORMATION GLEANED. IN 
ADDITION IN ONE EXCHANGE OVER HIS ACTIVITIES IN THE PARTY HE 
INAOVERTENay USED THE TERM “OU" »1EN SPEAKING OF HIMMLER. THIS 
IfOICATES A CLOSER RELATIONSHIP THAT HE MAY HAVE WANTED TO 
ZFOXCATE. 

B. OHlBRECKT ALSO' 010 NOT PRESENT THE USUAL 

ENTNAZIFIZIERUNG-ENTSCKEIOUNG. RATHER HE SHOVED A RECEIPT FOR A 
BESCHEINIGUNG IX3ICATXNG HE HAD BEEN CONSIDERED UX2ER THE 
ZWEITEN GESETZ ZUM ABSCHLUSS DER ENTNAZIFIZZERUNG. THIS 
APPARENTLY WAS A SECOND REVIEW OF SUCH CASES. CONOFF MAS 
SECURED SOME INFORMATION RE THIS AKD WILL FORWARD UNDER 
SEPARATE COVER. 

C. WHEN ASKED IF THERE WAS ANYTHING HE WANTSO TO AIX) CONCERNING 
HIS CASE HE SAID THAT HE PERSONALLY HELPED A JEWISH CAX)Y MAKER 
AfO KIS FAMILY ESCAPE GERMANY CIRCA 1935. THE FAMILY WAS THE 
LEWAXX)WSKI (SIC) FAMILY WHO RETURNED AFTER THE WAR TO BERLIN. 
HE ALSO SAID THAT HE HELPED WHAT HE THOUGHT WAS A BRITISH 
DOUBLE AGENT. OR. HELM/T STICHERLING. ESCAPE FROM THE POLICE IN 
1933. HE OFFERED NOTHING ELSE ABOUT THESE CASES EXCEPT TO SAY 
THEY SHOW HIS DISAGREEMENT WITH THE REGIERUNG.
